Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gordon et al.

As to claim 1, Gordon et al. discloses a device comprising a means for securely accommodating 
and receiving pyrotechnics of various shape and size; means for providing a stabilizing 
foundation and a means for securely gripping (fig. 1).
